St. Their wives assist them. 
Hughes is in charge of the 
Labor Day rest camp 
for 
migrant workers. He 
finds 
satisfaction in the escape from 
his daily human relation prob­ 
lems that the hobby provides. 
“ I find these pets a great source 
of satisfaction in my spare time. 
There is never a dull moment.** 
“Some people like golf, others 
take up other hobbies, but I 
found rabbit raising a great 
sport, and I make more out of 
it than I spend on it,** Gray 
said. 
Both men have sold and given 
away hundreds of rabbits for 
food as well as for children's 
pets. 
The sm allest full size rabbit 
weigh less than a pound. TTie 
largest is the Flemish Giant, 
which reaches a weight of 23 
pounds. Whether it is for a lucky 
rabbit's foot, pets or food, the 
rabbit population is in the mil­ 
lions. The largest producer in 
the nation lives in Los Angeles 
county in California, producing 
7 million pounds annually. 
Domesticated 
rabbits 
have 
never been known to 
carry 
rabbit fever. The department of 
agriculture says that the rabbit 
is the best source of protein 
of any animal except the guinea 
hen and squab. The protein con­ 
tent is 20.8 per cent, &t 10.2 
per cent, moisture 27 per cent 
and the least calories per pound 
of 795, compared with pork of 
11.9 per cent protein, 45.0 per 
cent fat, 42 per cent moisture 
and 2,050 calories. 
Each rabbit pays a profit of 
from $5 to $15. Each doe will 
produce five times its weight 
in litters during its life span. 
Care and food are nominal. 
To give a person full time 
employment, there must be 600 
or more rabbits. 
Rabbit is all white meat. The 
rabbit has the distinction of 
producing all the mucilage used 
on the U. S. postage stamp. 
Most felt hats are made from 
rabbit fur. The rabbit foot is a 
good luck charm. 
What hobby can 
produce a 
larger variety of uses? 
There are 50 different breeds. 
Seven originated in the United 
States. Rabbit is the most uni< 
versal commercial food used in 
30 nations. 
July 18 - 24 is National Rabbit 
Week. It will be recognized by 
thousands of small and large 
raisers. 
Hughes began his hobby with 
Checkered Giants andNew Zea­ 
land White about five years 
ago. He now has more than 85 
in his pens, ranging from seven 
to 11 pounds each. 
Gray began his hobby in 1949 
when he lived in Blodgett. He 
has 100 rabbits with four breeds 
- - Blue Checkered 
Giants, 
Tortoise Dutch, Palomino and 
the Harlequim.

George E. Reedy, whose performance as White 
House Press secretary has been below par, is 
entitled to a sympathetic 
and understanding 
public attitude not for a job well done but be­ 
cause his feet hurt. 
He is taking a leave of absence which the White 
House press corps believes and hopes will be 
permanent. 
The trouble with Reedy is that he never knew 
much to tell reporters and a man who can’t be 
helpful in that position is not useful and a time 
waster. Often he wasn’t aware of developing 
news and did not know how to find out about it. 
He was not a close associate of President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson as he must be to be effective. 
Reedy brought a lot of newspaper experience to 
the job. It was never allowed to show. He may 
have done just the kind of job that President 
Johnson wanted but it hasn’t helped the Presi­ 
dent’s image. The results are negligible. The 
ignorance he displayed so consistently about 
what was going on also may have been the 
President’s fault. 
Johnson has his own peculiar ideas about con­ 
trolling and slanting news with a blend of extreme 
secretiveness and disclosure. 
The vain, egotistical man, who is sensitive 
beyond belief to the slightest 
criticism, has 
mostly doubled as his own press secretary, per­ 
sonally announcing most important as well as 
secondary news. 
It is well known that the President is not an 
easy man to work for. He drives his staff hard 
and demeans them. He is not consistently a 
reasonable boss but he is at times sympathetic 
and understanding. 
Johnson’s crude frontier type personality is 
coming more into the public view and the Amer­ 
ican people don’t like what they see. 
This is no criticism of his policies. 
Tom Wicker of the New York Times describes 
him as “ irascible, moody, high-handed, peeved 
at his critics and generally hard to live with.” 
A Wall Street Journal reporter notes that those 
who know him “are increasingly uneasy, un­ 
happy and uncharitable about him” and reports 
that “he drives people too hard, is too high­ 
handed and arrogant, doesn’t really want argu­ 
ment and an independent point of view; that he 
is too preoccupied with his popular image, is 
too sensitive to criticism, spends too much 
time answering attacks he should ignore; that 
when things go truly wrong, he frequently turns 
nasty.” 
Reedy had 
16 months with the White House 
p r e J t l t ispfeasonabjje to assume that the ; 
super-Bfensiuve egotistical President Johnson 
made his life a hell on earth. From him the 
American people didn’t learn much. 
There is no doubt that Reedy, who suffers 
from hammer toes, suffers discomfort in his 
feet but if his lower extremities ache worse 
than his poor head the pain must indeed be some­ 
thing awful.

Logic and common sense argue the case for 
this amendment, but history and tradition warn 
against over-optimism for it. 
Simply stated, here are the reasons 
why 
this newspaper feels Missouri voters should 
approve the amendment: 
• 
Normally Missouri governors go into office 
entirely without the experience and knowledge 
requisite to its most competent and efficient 
fulfillment. It requires months, even a year 
or two, for a governor to familiarize himself 
with the tasks he faces and how best to ac­ 
complish them. 
On the other hand, a 
Missouri governor 
takes office just after a new legislature has 
convened, at the very moment his greatest 
political skill and acumen are most needed. 
By the time the new governor has established i 
himself firmly, the legislature has adjourned 
and gone home. 
Nor is that all. When the next legislature 
meets, 
two years 
later, 
the governor is in 
the position of a “lame duck” whom legis­ 
lators can ignore and defy almost with im­ 
punity, knowing full well that he is in the 
waning days of the top executive post to which he 
cannot be reelected. 
Many times in Missouri's history, this 
has 
worked to a marked disadvantage, not only 
to the governor but to the people and the 
state. Because of this, far more often than 
most people realize, the executive department 
of government is actually denied the power 
balance it theoretically shares and should have 
with the legislative branch. 
Missouri governors have realized this, and 
every one since Guy Park has urged 
the 
change now being proposed. More than that, 
G O P candidate Ethan Shepley campaigned last 
fall on a pledge to seek amendment of the 
gubernatorial succession law, as did his op­ 
ponent, Gov. Hearnes. 
Historically, 
the American people have op­ 
posed two term s for their governors and with 
what, in the beginning, 
was good reason. In 
colonial tim es, governors 
built 
up powers 


which made them difficult or impossible to dis­ 
lodge, if left long in office, and when the new 
republic was established, there was a grim 
determination to prevent such abuses 
in the 
future. 
But the power and the confidence of the voters 
have grown and, one by one, the people have 
dropped the bars to gubernatorial succession 
until 35 states now permit it, some with absolute­ 
ly no limitation. 
Nearly a hundred years ago, Missouri, too, 
changed its constitutional bar to succession, 
and limited governors’ terms to two years. 
But the change lasted less than a decade, and the 
bar was raised once more. 
In almost everything else, experience 
is 
rewarded. Experience and long tenure 
are 
distinct advantages in the business and in­ 
dustrial world and in the professions. Almost 
any employe’s worth to his employer grows 
with every day of added experience. 
But what we approve and reward in all other 
walks of life, we deplore and deny to our state’s 
governors. 
Now does that make sense?

PRESIDENT LYNDON JOHNSON 
ENDORSES RURAL CAMPAIGN 
July 10-25 has been proclaimed National Farm 
Safety Week by President Lyndon B, Johnson. 
Co-sponsors for the 22nd annual rural safety 
campaign are the National Safety Council and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Special 
emphasis this year is being given to prevent­ 
ing accidents involving slow-moving vehicles, 
chemicals, and electricity and in recreation. 
The President urges that vigorous new efforts 
be made to eradicate hazards and rectify 
unsafe practices which cause farm and rural 
accidents. 
“Progress toward this objective should be the 
goal of National Farm Safety 
Week 1965,” 
he said. 
The latest yearly breakdown of farm resident 
accidents shows a total of 8,400 deaths and 780,- 
000 injuries. Of the deaths, 3,600 were motor- 
vehicle, 2,000 were in the home, 2,600 were work 
accidents 
and 800 resulted from non-motor 
vehicle accidents. 
“Rural leaders and farm families are making 
a joint effort to reduce accidents” says Howard 
Pyle, president of the National Safety Council. 
“Today’s farm family can prepare itself for 
accident prevention by eliminating hazards and 
making skillful use of modern farming equipment 
and production aids.”

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


According to Prof. Stuart S. 
Nagel, of the University 
of 
Illinois, the 90 counties 
of 
Illinois could be redistricted 
in just 81 seconds at a cost of 
only $5.63 for computer operat­ 
ing time, using data available 
from the U.S. Census Bureau 
on magnetic tape costing $112. 
This is far less than 
non­ 
computer methods. New York, 
for instance, spent $100,000 on 
redistricting.

argument for legis­

is that a computer 
would help them realize the 
maximum benefit from redis­ 
tricting. By punching certain

“Both the Japanese and the 
French recognized the strategic 
position of the port,” saidCapt. 
Lindbergh Jones, 37, Leesville, 
La. “ The Japanese built fortifi­ 
cations and ammo dumps during 
tee second World War, and 
this is one of the last places the 
French pulled out of after the 
battle of Dien Bien Phu in 1954.

WASHINGTON — When 
the 
average citizen sits in the Sen­ 
ate Gallery watching a debate 
or reads the record of that 
debate later, he can’t always 
tell what’s happening. This is 
because some things go on be­ 
hind the scenes, also because 
Senators have a right to edit 
the Congressional record be­ 
fore it’s printed. 
No Senate vote was more im­ 
portant to the public than that 
when a majority voted, in ef­ 
fect, not to let the government 
have the right to keep new drug 
patents developed with the total 
of $15 billion of taxpayers' mon­ 
ey

research 
each year on medicine, cancer 
cures, heart remedies, together 
with inventions for space and 
national defense. 
Every year, the taxpayers 
shell out $15 billion for re­ 
search. But if a private com­ 
pany using this money comes 
up with a phenomenal cure for 
cancer, the Senate voted, in 
effect, then the taxpayers don’t 
get the benefit of that cure 
without paying for it. The profit 
will go to one of the big drug 
companies. 
This leaves the 
public paying twice: Once for 
the research; Then for getting 
the benefits of the research. 
What the public didn't know 
when this vote was taken was 
that Dr. David C. Beckler, As­ 
sistant 
to 
the President's 
Science Director, sat in the 
Senate Gallery. After the vote 
was taken he smiled like a 
Cheshire cat. 


What the public also didn't 
know was that a White House 
Assistant, Mike Manltos, put 
in telephone calls to key Sena­ 
tors uring them to vote against 
the taxpayers and for the drug 
companies. 


Manitos made the mistake of 
phoning Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
of Texas, who told his fellow 
Democrat, Sen. Russell Long of 
Louisiana, 
about 
the White 
House opposition. Long, the 
Democratic 
Whip, 
was the 
author of the amendment where­ 
by patents for new medical 
discoveries would remain with 
the government. 


FOOLING THE PUBLIC 
Leading the fight for tee White 
House and the drug companies 
was Sen. John Pastore of Rhode 
Island, first Italian - American 
ever to serve in the Senate. Sen. 
Mike Mansfield of Montana, the 
Democratic Leader, usually on 
the side of the White House, 
this time was against lt and on 
the pro-Publlc side.

Immediately Pastore rose to 
explain his own motion to table.

lic Expenditure Survey.

Survey, 
"This study includes only the 
county 
revenue fund. Other 
funds may or may not be car­ 
rying execessive surpluses.” 
The 37 counties covered in 
the study are in a position to 
lower tax rates because "each 
is maintaining a surplus in 
the county revenue fund bud­ 
get in excess of the amount it 
needs to operate on a cash 
basis,” the Survey said. 
According to the study, tax 
reductions that can be made 
range from 
5 cents to 38 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion, an average of 15 cents. 
In 1964 the Survey recom­ 
mended that 32 counties, in­ 
cluding Pemiscot, could make 
tax 
reductions. 
Pemiscot 
County reduced its rate 
3 
cents and still had an 
in­ 
crease of $7,225 in the county 
revenue fund. 
This year the survey says 
that Pemiscot county has a 
revenue fund excess of $57,- 
336 making a 13 cent tax rate 
reduction possible.

WASHLNGTON 
AP — The 
Agriculture Department esti­ 
mates that 14,205,000 acres 
were planted to cotton this year. 
This was 4 per cent less than 
last year. 
The department made no fore­ 
cast on production, but should 
it turn out to be at or near the 
recent yield of 492 pounds per 
acre, the crop would be around 
14.200.000 bales of 500 pounds 
each. Last year's crop was 15,— 
180.000 bales and the five-year 
average was 13,905,000 acres. 
The crop, like Its predeces­ 
sors In recent years, is being 
grown under aprogram ofacre­ 
age planting 
allotments and 
marketing quotas designed to 
limit 
overproduction. Excess 


sales are subject to cash mar­ 
keting penalties. 
This year’s crop will be sup­ 
plemented by a reserve and sur­ 
plus of around 13.5 
million 
bales, or about 1.4 million more 
than a year earlier 
and the 
largest since 1956. 
Hie first official forecase of 
production will be issued by the 
department on Aug. 9. 
Under the control program, 
the department allotted 16 mil­ 
lion acres, the legal minimum, 
among growers entitled to grow 
the crop. But some farmers 
have indicated they will under­ 
plant their allotments In return 
for compensating government 
payments.

Watch How 
People Spend 
Their Money

NEW YORK — The thing 
to watch right now is how free* 
ly people spend my money. And 
for consumers to go on in­ 
creasing their spending each 
year, and almost each month, 
two things are needed: first, 
the wherewithal, and second, 
confidence in the future. 
The wherewithal is still in* 
creasing. Despite the rise in the 
take by federal, state and local 
tax collectors, the total of per­ 
sonal incomes left over after 
this drain has been going up. 
And a notable change in the 
population in the last four years 
has been the larger than aver­ 
age increase in the number of 
families 
in 
middle income 
brackets. 
Mostly, these families have 
money left over after the essen­ 
tials have been met — money 
they can, and do, spend. 
Confidence has been strong, 
too — apparently firmer this 
year than last. The big question 
right now is whether the dra­ 
matic dip in stock prices from 
the May 14 peak, and the ac­ 
companying 
chorus 
of doubt 
about 1966 economic prospects, 
may have moderated or even 
undermined this confidence. 
That's why the course of con­ 
sumer spending in the next few 
weeks, and even more impor­ 
tantly 
in 
the fall, will be 
watched so closely as a tip-off. 
Consumer spending is the big­ 
gest of the three Important 
props of the economy. A second, 
business spending for increased 
activities, inventories and ex­ 
pansion, has been rising and 
seem likely to keep on doing so. 
hi spite of tax cuts and budget 
pruning pledges, the third prop, 
spending by federal, state and 
local governments, is as as­ 
sured of rising in the future as 
anything can be. 
Confidence is a fragile thing. 
But the wherewithal can be 
measured. 
The sharp advance in con­ 
sumer buying power in the last 
four years — even allowing for 
the rise in the cost of living— is 
perhaps the most revealing tag 
to be applied to today’s prosper­ 
ity. 
hi 1960 total personal income 
was $401 billion. Now it is run­ 


ning at an annual rate of $517 
billion. Subtract personal taxes 
paid to the three levels of gov* 
ernment, and Americans still 
have close to $450 billion to 
spend. 
Much of the income of lower* 
bracket families goes for the 
essentials. The middle and high­ 
er brackets have more discre­ 
tion. They account for much of 
today's obvious affluence. 
The sharp advance since 1960 
in the number of families mak­ 
ing $7,000 a year or more is 
pointed out by economists of the 
Northern Trust Company, Chi­ 
cago. 
In 1960 some 20 per cent of 
American families were in the 
$7,000-$9,999 range, and at the 
start of this year 23 per cent 
were, hi the last four years the 
number earning $10,000 to $14,* 
999 a 
year 
rose from 11 
per cent of all families to more 
than 16 per cent. The per­ 
centage making $15,000 to $24,- 
999 nearly doubled and is now 
5.2 of the total. 
And 
ahead? 
The Chicago 
economists say: 
“ With factory backlogs still 
rising, Social Security benefit 
payments soon to be increased, 
and business 
and consumer 
spending intentions remaining 
buoyant, further income gains 
appear likely in the months 
ahead.”

of State. A Board of Direc­ 
tors was elected consisting of

Senators Urge 
Two Cotton 
Bill Changes 


WASHINGTON — As the sen­ 
ate and house agriculture com­ 
mittees work this week on the 
1965 farm bill proposals, Sen­ 
ators Stuart Symington and Ed­ 
ward V. Long urged two amend­ 
ments in the administration's 
proposed cotton program. 
In a joint letter to Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville 
Free­ 
man, 
Symington 
and Long 
expressed opposition to (1) the 
proposed reduction in the price 
support level below the min­ 
imum provided in the Agri­ 
culture Act of 1964, and (2) 
the provision directing the Sec­ 
retary to sell cotton for un­ 
restricted use at the export 
price. 
The Senators asked that the 
minimum price support level 
contained in the Agriculture 
Act of 1964 (65 percent of parity) 
be required for any new leg­ 
islation. "If program costs are 
to be the primary consideration 
in future cotton programs, we 
urge that savings should also 
be sought in pricing policies 
to domestic textile mills rather 
than come entirely from the 
pockets of cotton producers." 
They said further, the pro­ 
vision directing the Secretary 
to sell cotton for unrestricted 
use 
at 
the 
export 
price 
"should be qualified to Insure 
orderly marketing of the farm­ 
er’s crop. Orderly marketing 
cannot be accomplished if the 
CCC is to be directed to sell 
in direct competition." 
The administration cotton bill, 
introduced by Chairman Harold 
Cooley of the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee, provides 
a 
price support loan at the "world 
market price", and variable di­ 
rect payments to each individual 
producer depending on the acre­ 
age reduction from his share of 
a 16 million national acreage 
allotment. 
Under the bill as introduced, 
Department economists esti­ 
mate that producers using their 
full acreage allotment would 
receive 26 cents per pound for 
their cotton. 
Present minimum of 65 per­ 
cent of parity is about 28 cents. 
In their joint letter to Sec­ 
retary Freeman, Symington and 
Long recalled that in 1963 the 
price support level was 32.5 
cents per pound; in 1964 it was

George E. Reedy, whose performance as White 
House Press secretary has been below par, is 
entitled to a sympathetic 
and understanding 
public attitude not for a job well done but be­ 
cause his feet hurt. 
He is taking a leave of absence which the White 
House press corps believes and hopes will be 
permanent. 
The trouble with Reedy is that he never knew 
much to tell reporters and a man who can’t be 
helpful in that position is not useful and a time 
waster. Often he wasn’t aware of developing 
news and did not know how to find out about it. 
He was not a close associate of President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson as he must be to be effective. 
Reedy brought a lot of newspaper experience to 
the job. It was never allowed to show. He may 
have done just the kind of job that President 
Johnson wanted but it hasn’t helped the Presi­ 
dent’s image. The results are negligible. The 
ignorance he displayed so consistently about 
what was going on also may have been the 
President’s fault. 
Johnson has his own peculiar ideas about con­ 
trolling and slanting news with a blend of extreme 
secretiveness and disclosure. 
The vain, egotistical man, who is sensitive 
beyond belief to the slightest 
criticism, has 
mostly doubled as his own press secretary, per­ 
sonally announcing most important as well as 
secondary news. 
It is well known that the President is not an 
easy man to work for. He drives his staff hard 
and demeans them. He is not consistently a 
reasonable boss but he is at times sympathetic 
and understanding. 
Johnson’s crude frontier type personality is 
coming more into the public view and the Amer­ 
ican people don’t like what they see.

p r e a t l t i^reasonab^e to assume that the j 
supeivsfensiuve egotistical President Johnson 
made his life a hell on earth. From him the 
American people didn’t learn much. 
There is no doubt that Reedy, who suffers 
from hammer toes, suffers discomfort in his 
feet but if his lower extremities ache worse 
than his poor head the pain must indeed be some­ 
thing awful.

A SECOND TERM? 
On Aug. 17, Missouri voters will have an 
opportunity to take a big step in modernizing 
their state’s government. Then along with at 
least two others, an amendment will be sub­ 
mitted to the people which, if passed, will en­ 
able Missouri’s governors to serve two full suc­ 
cessive terms. 
Logic and common sense argue the case for 
this amendment, but history and tradition warn 
against over-optimism for it. 
Simply stated, here are the reasons 
why 
this newspaper feels Missouri voters should 
approve the amendment: 
» 
Normally Missouri governors go into office 
entirely without the experience and knowledge 
requisite to its most competent and efficient 
fulfillment. It requires months, even 
a year 
or two, for a governor to familiarize himself 
with the tasks he faces and how best to ac­ 
complish them. 
On the other hand, a 
Missouri governor 
takes office just after a new legislature has 
convened, at the very moment his greatest 
political skill and acumen are most needed. 
By the time the new governor has established i 
himself firmly, the legislature has adjourned 
and gone home. 
Nor is that all. When the next legislature 
meets, 
two years 
later, 
the governor is in 
the position of a “lame duck” whom legis­ 
lators can ignore and defy almost with im­ 
punity, knowing full well that he is in the 
waning days of the top executive post to which he 
cannot be reelected. 
Many times in Missouri’s history, this 
has 
worked to a marked disadvantage, not only 
to the governor but to the people and the 
state. Because of this, far more often than 
most people realize, the executive department 
of government is actually denied the power 
balance it theoretically shares and should have 
with the legislative branch. 
Missouri governors have realized this, and 
every one since Guy Park has urged 
the 
change now being proposed. More than that, 
G O P candidate Ethan Shepley campaigned last 
fall on a pledge to seek amendment of the 
gubernatorial succession law, as did his op­ 
ponent, Gov. Hearnes. 
Historically, 
the 
American people have op­ 
posed two terms for their governors and with 
what, in the beginning, 
was good reason. In 
colonial times, governors 
built 
up powers 


which made them difficult or impossible to dis­ 
lodge, if left long in office, and when the new 
republic was established, there was a grim 
determination to prevent such abuses 
in the 
future. 
But the power and the confidence of the voters 
have grown and, one by one, the people have 
dropped the bars to gubernatorial succession 
until 35 states now permit it, some with absolute­ 
ly no limitation. 
Nearly a hundred years ago, Missouri, too, 
changed its constitutional bar to succession, 
and limited governors’ terms to two years. 
But the change lasted less than a decade, and the 
bar was raised once more. 
In almost everything else, experience 
is 
rewarded. Experience and long tenure 
are 
distinct advantages in the business and in­ 
dustrial world and in the professions. Almost 
any employe’s worth to his employer grows 
with every day of added experience. 
But what we approve and reward in all other 
walks of life, we deplore and deny to our state’s 
governors. 
Now does that make sense?

ENDORSES RURAL CAMPAIGN 
July 10-25 has been proclaimed National Farm 
Safety Week by President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Co-sponsors for the 22nd annual rural safety 
campaign are the National Safety Council and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Special 
emphasis this year is being given to prevent­ 
ing accidents involving slow-moving vehicles, 
chemicals, and electricity and in recreation. 
The President urges that vigorous new efforts 
be made to eradicate hazards and rectify 
unsafe practices which cause farm and rural 
accidents. 
“ Progress toward this objective should be the 
goal of National Farm Safety 
Week 1965,” 
he said. 
The latest yearly breakdown of farm resident 
accidents shows a total of 8,400 deaths and 780,- 
000 injuries. Of the deaths, 3,600 were motor- 
vehicle, 2,000 were in the home, 2,600 were work 
accidents 
and 800 resulted 
from non-motor 
vehicle accidents. 
“Rural leaders and farm families are making 
a joint effort to reduce accidents” says Howard 
Pyle, president of the National Safety Council. 
“Today’s farm family can prepare itself for 
accident prevention by eliminating hazards and 
making skillful use of modern farming equipment 
and production aids.”

a political scientist suggests

According to Prof. Stuart S. 
Nagel, of the University 
of 
Illinois, the 90 counties 
of 
Illinois could be redistricted 
in just 81 seconds at a cost of 
only $5.63 for computer operat­ 
ing time, using data available 
from the U.S. Cei.sus Bureau 
on magnetic tape costing $112. 
This Is far less than 
non­ 
computer methods. New York, 
for instance, spent $100,000 on 
redistricting. 
Perhaps an even more per­ 
suasive 
argument for legis­ 
lators of whatever political af­

is 
that a computer 
would help them realize the 
maximum benefit from redis­ 
tricting. By punching 
certain 
numbers on IBM cards, says 
Nagel, each party

CAM RANH BAY South Viet 
Nam AP — This little far off 
war is becoming bigger every 
day. 


One sign that the 
United 
States is preparing for a long 
campaign is the chain of bases 
it is building along South Viet 
Nam's lengthy east coast. 
The bases range from Vung 
Tau, near Saigon, to Da Nang, 
S8U miles to the northeast. 
Such giant nests of power are 
not the product of an idle hour, 
nor are they stopgap improvisa­ 
tions. They take months to plan, 
months to complete. 
They 
take 
the work 
of 
hundreds of machines, thou­ 
sands of men, and millions of 
pounds of fuel and supplies. 
The latest of this chain of 
bases is at this deep water bay 
slightly more than a third of the 
distance from Saigon to Da 
Nang. It can harbor some of the 
world's largest ships. 
"It could become bigger than 
Saigon," said 
Lt. Samuel L 
Eskenazi, 23, Seattle, Waslu, 
platoon leader of an Army land­ 
ing craft company. 
The pier has a 100-ton floating 
crane. Seven weather-yellowed 
French buildings house units of 
the Vietnamese junk navy. 


"Both the Japanese and the 
French recognized the strategic 
position of the port," saidCapt. 
Lindbergh Jones, 37, Leesville, 
La. "The Japanese built fortifi­ 
cations and ammo dumps during 
the second World War, and 
this is one of the last places the 
French pulled out of after the 
battle of Dien Bien Phu in 1954. 
"W e're building standard port 
and depot facilities and canton­ 
ment areas for logistic troops, 
and an Army airfield." 
A look at the map shows why 
the base site attracted Army 
strategists. The peninsula dan­ 
gles in the sea like a wavy 
finger 22 miles southeast of 
Nha Trang, a popular coastal 
resort.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — When 
the 
average citizen sits in the Sen­ 
ate Gallery watching a debate 
or reads the record of that 
debate later, he can't always 
tell what's happening. This is 
because some things go on be­ 
hind the scenes, also because 
Senators have a right to edit 
the Congressional record be­ 
fore it's printed. 
No Senate vote was more im­ 
portant to the public than that 
when a majority voted, in ef­ 
fect, not to let the government 
have the right to keep new drug 
patents developed with the total 
of $ 15 billion of taxpayers' mon- 
ey 
plowed 
into 
research 
each year on medicine, cancer 
cures, heart remedies, together 
with inventions for space and 
national defense. 
Every year, 
the taxpayers 
shell out $15 billion for re­ 
search. But if a private com­ 
pany using this money comes 
up with a phenomenal cure for 
cancer, the Senate voted, in 
effect, then the taxpayers don't 
get the benefit of that cure 
without paying for it. The profit 
will go to one of the big drug 
companies. 
This leaves the 
public paying twice: Once for 
the research; Then for getting 
the benefits of the research. 
What the public didn't know 
when this vote was taken was 
that Dr. David C. Beckler, As­ 
sistant 
to 
the 
President's 
Science Director, sat in the 
Senate Gallery. After the vote 
was taken he smiled like a 
Cheshire cat. 


What the public also didn't 
know was that a White House 
Assistant, Mike Manitos, put 
in telephone calls to key Sena­ 
tors uring them to vote against 
the taxpayers and for the drug 
companies. 


Manitos made the mistake of 
phoning Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
of Texas, who told his fellow 
Democrat, Sen. Russell Long of 
Louisiana, 
about 
the White 
House opposition. 
Long, the 
Democratic 
Whip, 
was the 
author of the amendment where­ 
by patents for new medical 
discoveries would remain with 
the government. 


FOOLING THE PUBLIC

Under orders from the White 
House, the Justice Department 
is doing an amazing switch 
on patents developed by gov­ 
ernment funds. 
On March 7, 1963, Nick Kat- 
zenbach, then Deputy Attorney 
General, testified before the 
Senate Small Business Subcom­ 
mittee on Monopolies, as fol­ 
lows: 
"The Department of Justice 
has frequently stated that when 
inventions are produced as a 
result of government expendi­ 
ture, lt is generally undesirable 
to permit the developing con­ 
tractors to exclude others from 
the use of such Inventions. 
"This 
is particularly true 
in cases where research Itself 
is aimed at developing com­ 
mercial products to promote

"But beyond these obvious ex­ 
amples, we believe that the gov­ 
ernment should generally retain 
title to Inventions produced as 
a result of governmental con­ 
tract, and rarely, if ever, should 
the government agree In ad­ 
vance of the time when the 
invention is known and pro­ 
duced, for title to be given to 
the contractor." 
Mr. Katzenbach, now Attorney 
General, is now sending a state­ 
ment to the McClellan Commit­ 
tee — under Instruction — re­ 
versing his own previous posi­ 
tion. 
UNITED MILITARISTS 
The "United Army" recently 
announced 
by four Central 
American Governments, for the 
avowed purpose of combatting 
Communist subversion and ter­ 
rorism collectively, also has 
the aim of tightening military 
control over that area. 
Two of the countries involved, 
Guatemala and Honduras, are 
now ruled by armed forces 
Juntas that overthrew elected 
governments. President Rene 
Schick of Nicaragua is a hand- 
picked henchman of the Somoza 
boys, Luis and Tachlto, who 
still head that country's tough 
National Guard. 
Their father, Gen. Anastasio 
(Tacho) Somoza, ran Nicaragua 
as his 
private Fief for 30 
years, untU an assassin's bul­ 
lets cut him down in 1956. 
El Salvador, fourth member 
of the new combine, also has a 
military 
man, Col. 
Jorge 
Rivero, as President. Rivero 
was voted into office—without 
opposition — and has worked 
hard, with considerable suc- 
c e ss, 
to 
break the feudal 
stranglehold 
which 
the 
notorious "14 Families" had on 
his countrymen for more than 
a century. 
But the big, bouncy Colonel 
is getting to like the feel of 
power and shows no signs of 
giving up in the near future. 
The brass hats holding the reins 
in 
Honduras and Guatemala 
know that free, honest elec­ 
tions would be won, respective­ 
ly, by the Liberal party of for­ 
mer President Ramon Villeda, 
whom they ousted early last 
year, and Guatemala's ex-Chief 
Executive, Juan Jose Arevalo, 
who calls himself a "Spiritual 
Socialist." 
By claiming that these men 
and their followers are "Soft 
on Communism," the Juntas 
have an excuse to put off ballot* 
ing indefinitely and entrench 
themselves 
as 
rulers. And 
under the new agreement, the 
Somozas can go on running 
Nicaragua as long as they 
please. 
Note — Significantly, Costa 
Rica and Panama, eachofwhlch 
has a duly elected President and 
Congress, were urged by their 
neighbors to join the "United 
Front," but both turned it down.

It is Intolerable that there isn't 
a single optical shop in 29 
regional and district centers of 
the Russian Republic. People 
have to travel hundreds of miles 
to the capital to order eye­ 
glasses."

are increasingly turning away 
from totalitarian movements 
and rallying to the cause of 
freedom. 
What Is this freedom that is 
so vital to our survival as citi­ 
zens of a democracy and as 
trade unionists? To the AFL- 
CIO, freedom is more than a 
multiple-party system with free 
and secret universal suffrage 
for men and women of every 
race, color, religion, and na­ 
tional origin. In the philosophy 
of American labor, freedom is 
a way of life. 
Experience has taught that any 
movement which opposes free­ 
dom of association, conscience 
and worship, any government 
which denies its people these 
basic human rights, any regime 
which prohibits free 
trade 
unions Is hopelessly reaction­ 
ary-regardless of how radical 
it may pretend to be or how 
revolutionary its slogans may 
sound. 
The Communist 
movement, 
Communist regimes, and those 
who knowingly support them 
are really ultra-reactionary. 
They are the worst enemies of 
freedom and social justice. 
No liberal can be loyal to his 
ideals and truly effective un­ 
less he is in the front ranks 
of the fight against Communism 
and 
all 
other 
reactionary 
forces. Hiat Is why the AFL- 
CIO has never been neutral 
in the struggle between human 
freedom and tyranny—regard­ 
less of how far "left" the 
propagandists and supporters 
of dictatorship may claim to be. 
American labor is anti-totali­ 
tarian and not non-totalitarian. 
American labor is opposed to 
totalitarianism 
whether 
its 
"ism " be Communist, Fascist, 
or Nazi. American labor is not 
somewhere in between, but fully 
on the side of democracy In 
its historic struggle against 
dictatorship. 
And when we work and fight 
for freedom, we work and fight 
for freedom for all the people 
and not only for labor. Amer­ 
ican labor knows very well that 
it cannot enjoy democracy for 
itself and then deny it to others. 
Even those who have never 
been allowed to taste freedom, 
even those who have been sub­ 
jected to indoctrination in the 
dogmas of dictatorship, yearn 
for freedom and fight for lt 
in the face of severest hard­ 
ships and dangers. This ac­ 
counts for much of the spread­ 
ing disenchantment with Com­ 
munism especially among young 
people and intellectuals behind 
the Iron Curtain. Here is the 
reason why there are so many 
young men and women among 
those who risk their lives to 
flee from the yoke of dictator­ 
ship to countries where the 
people enjoy freedom. 
Our university professors and 
students would serve 
their 
country and 
profession with 
frutiful distinction if they were 
to study this historic develop­ 
ment and become not 
only 
academic but dynamic fighters 
against the Communist drive to 
dominate the world and Impose 
on all mankind the Soviet sys­ 
tem of tyranny.

George E. Reedy, whose performance as White 
House Press secretary has been below par, is 
entitled to a sympathetic

public attitude not for a job well done but be­ 
cause his feet hurt. 
He is taking a leave of absence which the White 
House press corps believes and hopes will be 
permanent. 
The trouble with Reedy is that he never knew 
much to tell reporters and a man who can’t be 
helpful in that position is not useful and a time 
waster. Often he wasn’t aware of developing 
news and did not know how to find out about it. 
He was not a close associate of President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson as he must be to be effective. 
Reedy brought a lot of newspaper experience to 
the job. It was never allowed to show. He may 
have done just the kind of job that President 
Johnson wanted but it hasn’t helped the P resi­ 
dent’s image. The results are negligible. The 
ignorance he displayed so consistently about 
what w’as going on also may have been the 
President’s fault. 
Johnson has his own peculiar ideas about con­ 
trolling and slanting news with a blend of extreme 
secretiveness and disclosure. 
The vain, egotistical man, who is sensitive 
beyond belief to the slightest 
criticism , has 
mostly doubled as his own press secretary, per­ 
sonally announcing most important as well as 
secondary news. 
It is well known that the President is not an 
easy man to work for. He drives his staff hard 
and demeans them. He is not consistently a 
reasonable boss but he is at tim es sympathetic 
and understanding.

H istorically,

American people have op­ 
posed two term s for their governors and with 
what, in the beginning, 
was good 
reason. In 
colonial tim es, governors 
built 
up powers 


which made them difficult or impossible to d is­ 
lodge, if left long in office, and when the new 
republic was established, there was a grim 
determination to prevent such abuses 
in the 
future. 
But the power and the confidence of the voters 
have grown and, one by one, the people have 
dropped the bars to gubernatorial succession 
until 35 states now permit it, some with absolute­ 
ly no limitation. 
Nearly a hundred years ago, Missouri, too, 
changed its constitutional bar to succession, 
and limited governors’ term s to two years. 
But the change lasted less than a decade, and the 
bar was raised once more. 
In almost everything else, experience 
is 
rewarded. 
Experience and long tenure 
are 
distinct advantages 
in the business and in­ 
dustrial world and in the professions. Almost 
any employe’s worth to his employer grows 
with every day of added experience. 
But what we approve and reward in all other 
walks of life, we deplore and deny to our state’s 
governors. 
Now does that make sense?

July 10-25 has been proclaimed National Farm 
Safety Week by President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
C o-sponsors for the 22nd annual rural safety 
campaign are the National Safety Council and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Special 
em phasis this year is being given to prevent­ 
ing accidents involving slow-moving vehicles, 
chem icals, and electricity and in recreation. 
The President urges that vigorous new efforts 
be made to eradicate hazards and rectify 
unsafe practices w'hich cause farm and rural 
accidents. 
“ Progress toward this objective should be the 
goal of National Farm Safety 
Week 1965,” 
he said. 
The latest yearly breakdown of farm resident 
accidents shows a total of 8,400 deaths and 780,- 
000 injuries. Of the deaths, 3,600 were motor- 
vehicle, 2,000 were in the home, 2,600 w'ere work 
accidents 
and 800 resulted 
from non-motor 
vehicle accidents. 
“ Rural leaders and farm fam ilies are making 
a joint effort to reduce accidents” says Howard 
Pyle, president of the National Safety Council. 
“ Today’s farm family can prepare itself for 
accident prevention by eliminating hazards and 
making skillful use of modern farming equipment 
and production aids.”

It Is no overstatement to say 
that the several states of the 
Union have not exactly rushed 
to comply with the Supreme 
C ourt's ruling that both houses 
of state legislatures must be 
reapportioned on a population 
basis. 
Now from Illinois, a 
state 
where the legislative deadlock 
forced the at-large election of 
the entire lower house in 1964, 
a political scientist 
suggests 
that a 
computer could solve 
the problem to the satisfac­ 
tion not only of the court but 
of the politicians, 
the people 
and a state's treasury. 


According to Prof. Stuart S. 
Nagel, of the University 
of 
Illinois, the 90 counties 
of 
Illinois could be redistricted 
in just 81 seconds at a cost of 
only $5.63 for computer operat­ 
ing time, using data available 
from the U.S. Census Bureau 
on magnetic tape costing $112. 
This is far less than 
non­ 
computer methods. New York, 
for instance, spent $100,000 on 
redistricting. 
Perhaps an even more per­ 
suasive 
argument for legis­ 
lators of whatever political af­ 
filiation 
is 
that a computer 
would help them realize the 
maximum benefit from redis­ 
tricting. By punching 
certain 
numbers on IBM cards, says 
Nagel, each party 
could see 
the maximum number of seats it 
could 
obtain 
and then com­ 
prom ise between the extremes. 
Politics is supposed to be, 
after all, the art of compro- 
m ise. If computers can enhance 
the practice of that art, the 
idea might well be looked into.

One sign that the 
United 
States is preparing for a long 
campaign is the chain of bases 
it is building along South Viet 
Nam's lengthy east coast. 
The bases range from Vung 
Tau, near Saigon, to Da Nang, 
380 m iles to the northeast. 
Such giant nests of power are 
not the product of an idle hour, 
nor are they stopgap improvisa­ 
tions. They take months to plan, 
months to complete. 
They 
take 
the work 
of 
hundreds of machines, thou­ 
sands of men, and millions of 
pounds of fuel and supplies. 
The latest of this chain 
of 
bases Is at this deep water bay 
slightly more than a third of the 
distance from Saigon to Da 
Nang. It can harbor some of the 
world's largest ships. 
‘‘It could become bigger than 
Saigon," said 
Lt. Samuel L 
Eskenazi, 23, Seattle, Waslu, 
platoon leader of an Army land­ 
ing craft company. 
The pier has a I OO-ton floating 
crane. Seven weather-yellowed 
French buildings house units of 
the Vietnamese junk navy. 


“ Both the Japanese and the 
French recognized the strategic 
position of the port," saidCapt. 
Lindbergh Jones, 37, Leesville, 
La. “ The Japanese built fortifi­ 
cations and ammo dumps during 
the second World War, and 
this is one of the last places the 
French pulled out of after the 
battle of Dien Bien Phu in 1954.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON -- When 
the 
average citizen sits in the Sen­ 
ate Gallery watching a debate 
or reads the record of that 
debate later, lie can't always 
> tell what's happening. This is 
because some things go on be­ 
hind the scenes, also because 
Senators have a right to edit 
the Congressional record be­ 
fore it's printed. 
No Senate vote was more im­ 
portant to the public than that 
when a majority voted, in ef­ 
fect, not to let the government 
have the right to keep new drug 
patents developed with the total 
of $15 billion of taxpayers’ mon­ 
ey 
plowed 
into 
research 
each year on medicine, cancer 
cures, heart remedies, together 
with inventions for space and 
national defense. 
Every 
year, 
the taxpayers 
shell out $15 billion for re ­ 
search. But if a private com­ 
pany using this money comes 
up with a phenomenal cure for 
cancer, the Senate voted, in 
effect, then the taxpayers don’t 
get the benefit of that cure 
without paying for it. The profit 
will go to one of the big drug 
companies. 
This 
leaves the 
public paying twice: Once for 
the research; Then for getting 
the benefits of the research. 
What the public didn't know 
when this vote was taken was 
that Dr. David C. B edder, As­ 
sistant 
to 
the 
President's 
Science Director, sat in the 
Senate Gallery. After the vote 
was taken he smiled like a 
Cheshire cat. 


What the public also didn't 
know was that a White House 
Assistant, Mike Manitos, put 
in telephone calls to key Sena­ 
tors uring them to vote against 
the taxpayers and for the drug 
companies. 


Manitos made the mistake of 
phoning Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
of Texas, who told his fellow 
Democrat, Sen. Russell Long of 
Louisiana, 
about the White 
House 
opposition. 
Long, the 
Democratic 
Whip, 
was the 
author of the amendment where­ 
by patents for new medical 
discoveries would remain with 
the government.

“ But beyond these obvious ex­ 
amples, we believe that the gov­ 
ernment should generally retain 
title to inventions produced ae 
a result of governmental con­ 
tract, and rarely, lf ever, should

the contractor." 
Mr. Katzenbach, now Attorney 
General, is now sending a state­ 
ment to the McClellan Commit­ 
tee -- under instruction -- re­ 
versing his own previous posi­ 
tion.

El Salvador, fourth member 
of the new combine, also has a

man, 
Col. 
Jorge 
Rivero, as President. Rivero 
was voted Into office—without 
opposition -- and has worked 
hard, 
with considerable suc- 
c e s s , 
to 
break the feudal 
stranglehold 
which 
the 
notorious “ 14 Families" had on 
his countrymen for more than 
a century. 
But the big, bouncy Colonel 
is getting to like the feel of 
power and shows no signs of 
giving up in the near future. 
The brass hats holding the reins

and Guatemala

mer President Ramon Vllleda, 
whom they ousted early last 
year, and Guatemala's ex-Chlef 
Executive, Juan Jose Arevalo, 
who calls himself a “ Spiritual 
Socialist.”

Washington, D. C.: The booing 
and the brawls on a college 
campus here and there cannot 
hide the fact that the American 
people, in their vast majority, 
support President Johnson In 
his determined effort to have 
our country meet its interna­ 
tional responsibilities. 
American labor takes pride In 
the consistent, unequivocal and 
vigorous support which It has 
given 
to 
the 
President's 
basically sound foreign policies 
—particularly in his course 
towards the Viet Nam and Santo 
Domingo crises. We have done 
so out of our own experience 
and conviction. We realize what 
Is at stake in these bitter tests 
of will and strength and we know 
the nature, alms, and methods 
of Communism, 
« 
The membership and leader­ 
ship of the AFL-CIO have a 
deep sense of responsibility 
as citizens and as trade un­ 
ionists. American labor has 
demonstrated 
this 
respon­ 
sibility through Its active ef­ 
forts to help make our coun­ 
try's foreign policy democratic 
and ever more effective. 
What Is more, it has been tire­ 
less In carrying the message 
of freedom to the workers of 
every 
continent, creed, and 
color. American labor has com­

American labor Is not 
somewhere in between, but fully 
on the side of democracy In 
Its historic struggle against 
dictatorship. 
And when we work and fight 
for freedom, we work and fight 
for freedom for all the people 
and not only for labor. Amer­ 
ican labor knows very well that 
it cannot enjoy democracy for 
Itself and then deny it to others. 
Even those who have 
never 
been allowed to taste freedom, 
even those who have been sub­ 
jected to indoctrination in the 
dogmas of dictatorship, yearn 
for freedom and fight for It 
In the face of severest hard­ 
ships and dangers. 
This ac­ 
counts for much of the spread­ 
ing disenchantment with Com­ 
munism especially among young 
people and intellectuals behind 
the Iron Curtain. Here is the 
reason why there are so many 
young men and women among 
those who risk their lives to 
flee from the yoke of dictator­ 
ship to countries where the 
people enjoy freedom. 
Our university professors and 
students would serve 
their

frutlful distinction lf they were 
to study this historic develop­ 
ment and become not 
only 
academic but dynamic fighters 
against the Communist drive to 
dominate the world and impose 
on all mankind the Soviet sys­ 
tem of tyranny.

NEW YORK — The thing 
to watch right now is how free­ 
ly people spend my money. And 
tor consumers to go on in­ 
creasing their spending each 
year, and almost each month, 
two things are needed: first, 
the wherewithal, and second, 
confidence in the future. 
The wherewithal is still in­ 
creasing. Despite the rise in the 
take by federal, state and local 
tax collectors, the total of per­ 
sonal incomes left over after 
this drain has been going up.

The big question 
right now is whether the dra­ 
matic dip in stock prices from 
the May 14 peak, and the ac­ 
companying chorus of doubt 
about 1966 economic prospects, 
may have moderated or even 
undermined this confidence. 
That's why the course of con­ 
sumer spending in the next few 
weeks, and even more impor­ 
tantly 
in the fall, will be 
watched so closely as a tip-off. 
Consumer spending is the big­ 
gest of the three important 
props of the economy. A second, 
business spending for increased 
activities, inventories and ex­ 
pansion, has been rising and 
seem likely to keep on doing so. 
In spite of tax cuts and budget 
pruning pledges, the third prop, 
spending by federal, state and 
local governments, Is as as­ 
sured of rising in the future as 
anything can be. 
Confidence is a fragile thing.

The sharp advance in con­ 
sumer buying power in the last 
four years — even allowing for 
the rise in the cost of living—is 
perhaps the most revealing tag 
to be applied to today's prosper­ 
ity. 
hi 1960 total personal income 
was $401 billion.

billion. Subtract personal taxes 
paid to the three levels of gov­ 
ernment, and Americans still 
have close to $450 billion to 
spend. 
Much of the income of lower- 
bracket families goes for the 
essentials. The middle and high­ 
er brackets have more discre­ 
tion. They account tor much of 
today's obvious affluence. 
The sharp advance since 1960 
in the number of families mak­ 
ing $7,000 a year or more is 
pointed out by economists of the 
Northern Trust Company, Chi­ 
cago.

Watch How 
People Spend 
Their Money

NEW 
YORK — The thing 
to watch right now is how free­ 
ly people spend my money. And 
tor consumers to go on in­ 
creasing their spending each 
year, and almost each month, 
two things are needed: first, 
the wherewithal, and second, 
confidence in the future. 
The wherewithal is still in­ 
creasing. Despite the rise in the 
take by federal, state and local 
tax collectors, the total of per­ 
sonal incomes left over after 
this drain has been going up. 
And a notable change in the 
population in the last four years 
has been the larger than aver­ 
age increase in the number of 
families 
in 
middle 
Income 
brackets. 
Mostly, these & milles have 
money left over after the essen­ 
tials have been met — money 
they can, and do, spend. 
Confidence has been strong, 
too — apparently firmer this 
year than last. The big question 
right now is whether the dra­ 
matic dip in stock prices from 
the May 14 peak, and the ac­ 
companying 
chorus 
of doubt 
about 1966 economic prospects, 
may have moderated or even 
undermined this confidence. 
That's why the course of con­ 
sumer spending in the next few 
weeks, and even more impor­ 
tantly 
in 
the 
toll, 
will be 
watched so closely as a tip-off. 
Consumer spending is the big­ 
gest of the three important 
props of the economy. A second, 
business spending for increased 
activities, inventories and ex­ 
pansion, has been rising and 
seem likely to keep on doing so. 
In spite of tax cuts and budget 
pruning pledges, the third prop, 
spending by federal, state and 
local governments, is as as­ 
sured of rising in the future as 
anything can be. 
Confidence is a fragile thing. 
But the wherewithal can be 
measured. 
The sharp advance in con­ 
sumer buying power in the last 
four years — even allowing for 
the rise in the cost of living— Is 
perhaps the most revealing tag 
to be applied to today's prosper­ 
ity. 
In 1960 total personal income 
was $401 billion. Now it is run­ 


ning at an annual rate of $517 
billion. Subtract personal taxes 
paid to the three levels of gov­ 
ernment, and Americans still 
have close to $450 billion to 
spend. 
Much of the income of lower- 
bracket families goes for the 
essentials. The middle and high­ 
er brackets have more discre­ 
tion. They account for much of 
today's obvious affluence. 
The sharp advance since 1960 
in the number of families mak­ 
ing $7,000 a year or more is 
pointed out by economists of the 
Northern Trust Company, Chi­ 
cago. 
In 1960 some 20 per cent of 
American families were in the 
$7,000-$9,999 range, and at the 
start of this year 23 per cent 
were, hi the last four years the 
number earning $10,000 to $14,- 
999 a 
year 
rose from ll 
per cent of all families to more 
than 16 per cent. The per­ 
centage making $15,000 to $24,- 
999 nearly doubled and is now 
5.2 of the total. 
And 
ahead? 
The 
Chicago 
economists say: 
“ With factory backlogs still 
rising, Social Security benefit 
payments soon to be increased, 
and business 
and 
consumer 
spending intentions remaining 
buoyant, further income gains 
appear likely in the months 
ahead.*’

poration and the granting of 
the Charter by the Secretary 
of State. A Board of Direc­ 
tors was elected consisting of 
Mrs. L. T. Busby, Mrs. Wilson 
Jarrell, 
Gordon Hart, Dewey 
Sigler, 
Clint Shell, 
Frank 
Schneider, Marshall Vowels, H. 
L. "Bake" Estes, and John Wm. 
Ringer, and this Board has been 
meeting regularly since that 
time working out the details 
of securing a site and planning 
the fund raising campaign. 
In March of this year, the firm 
of Hewitt and Royer, Hospital 
Construction Consultants from 
Kansas City, who specialize in 
hospital construction, were em ­ 
ployed as the architects for this 
project. They subsequently con­ 
ducted a survey and research 
program 
within the proposed 
service area of the hospital 
which includes approximately 
25,000 people, at the conclusion 
of which the erection of a fifty 
bed general hospital was re c ­ 
ommended. The total estimated 
cost of construction, including 
acquisition of site 
and archi­ 
tect’s fees, is $930,000.00, and 
the necessary application has 
been filed to secure Hill-Burton 
funds from the Federal Govern­ 
ment in the sum of $450,000.00, 
which would be the maximum al­ 
lowable on the above figure. It 
was pointed out that 
these 
figures are broad estimates, 
and that detailed plans 
and 
specifications and exact costs 
of construction will be avail­ 
able at a later stage in the 
campaign. 
The next step was to obtain a 
site. A 
site committee was 
appointed by the Board to in­ 
vestigate all possible leads, as 
a result of which some fourteen 
locations in and around Dexter 
were made available by mem­ 
bers of the public. Marshall 
Vowels, Chairman of this com­ 
mittee, stated that the Board 
would like at this time to ex­ 
press its appreciation to each 
of the public minded citizens 
who made these sites available 
for the hospital. 
The site committee evaluated 
and catalogued each site and 
reported their findings to the

After Hewitt and Royer com­ 
pleted their survey, they an­ 
alyzed their results and recom­ 
mended four sites that would be 
acceptable to present to the 
Division of Health for final s e ­ 
lection and approval.

of traffic congestion near en­ 
trances, the nearness of any 
nuisances, the location of avail­ 
able utilities, and the amount 
of earth moving and filling that 
might be required.

Senators Urge 
Two Cotton 
Bill Changes 


WASHINGTON — As the sen­ 
ate and house agriculture com­ 
m ittees work this week on the 
1965 farm bill proposals, Sen­ 
ators Stuart Symington and Ed­ 
ward V. Long urged two amend­ 
ments in the administration's 
proposed cotton program. 
In a joint letter to Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville 
F ree­ 
man, 
Symington 
and Long 
expressed opposition to (1) the 
proposed reduction in the price 
support level below 
the min­ 
imum provided in the Agri­ 
culture Act of 1964, and (2) 
the provision directing the Sec­ 
retary to sell cotton for un­ 
restricted use at the export 
price. 
The Senators asked that the 
minimum price support level 
contained in the Agriculture 
Act of 1964 (65 percent of parity) 
be required for any new leg­ 
islation. "If program costs are 
to be the primary consideration 
in future cotton programs, we 
urge that savings should also 
be sought in pricing policies 
to domestic textile m ills rather 
than come entirely from the 
pockets of cotton producers." 
They said further, the pro­ 
vision directing the Secretary 
to sell cotton for unrestricted 
use 
at 
the 
export 
price 
"should be qualified to Insure 
orderly marketing of the farm­ 
er’s crop. Orderly marketing 
cannot be accomplished if the 
CCC is to be directed to sell 
in direct competition." 
The administration cotton bill, 
introduced by Chairman Harold 
Cooley of the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee, provides 
a 
price support loan at the "world 
market price", and variable di­ 
rect payments to each individual 
producer depending on the acre­ 
age reduction from his share of 
a 16 million national acreage 
allotment. 
Under the bill as introduced, 
Department economists 
esti­ 
mate that producers using their 
full acreage allotment would 
receive 26 cents per pound for 
their cotton. 
Present minimum of 65 per­ 
cent of parity is about 28 cents. 
In their joint letter to Sec­ 
retary Freeman, Symington and 
Long recalled that in 1963 the 
price support level was 32.5 
cents per pound; in 1964 it was

Senators Urge 
Two Cotton 
Bill Changes 


WASHINGTON -- As the sen­ 
ate and house agriculture com­ 
m ittees work this week on the 
19t'f> farm bill proposals, Sen­ 
ators Stuart Symington and Ed­ 
ward V. Long urged two amend­ 
ments in the adm inistration’s 
proposed cotton program . 
In a joint letter to Secretary 
of A griculture Orville 
F re e­ 
man, 
Symington 
and Long 
expressed opposition to (I) the 
proposed reduction in the price 
support level below 
the min­ 
imum provided In the A gri­ 
culture Act of 1964, and (2) 
the provision directing the Sec­ 
retary to sell cotton for un­ 
restricted use at the export 
price. 
The Senators asked that the 
minimum price support level 
contained in the A griculture 
Act of 1964(65 percent of parity) 
be required for any new leg­ 
islation. "If program costs are 
to be the prim ary consideration 
in future cotton program s, we 
urge that savings should also 
be sought In pricing policies 
to domestic textile m ills rather 
than come entirely from the 
pockets of cotton producers.” 
They said further, the pro­ 
vision directing the Secretary 
to sell cotton for unrestricted 
use 
at 
the 
export 
price 
"should be qualified to insure 
orderly m arketing of the farm ­ 
e r ’s crop. O rderly marketing 
cannot be accom plished if the 
CCC is to be directed to sell 
in direct com petition." 
The adm inistration cotton bill, 
introduced by Chairman Harold 
Cooley of the House A gricul­ 
ture Com m ittee, provides 
a 
price support loan at the "w orld 
m arket p rice ", and variable di­ 
rect payments to each individual 
producer depending on the a c re ­ 
age reduction from his share of 
a 16 million national acreage 
allotm ent. 
Under the bill as introduced, 
Department econom ists 
e sti­ 
mate that producers using their 
full acreage allotm ent would 
receive 26 cents per pound for 
their cotton. 
Present minimum of 65 p er­ 
cent of parity is about 28 cents. 
In their joint letter to Sec­ 
retary Freem an, Symington and 
Long recalled that in 1963 the 
price support level was 32.5 
cents per pound; In 1964 it was
